Still Bible City

Je ru sa lem Is a city which 
has 
felt the 
impact 
of m odern , 
progress, but 
B ethlehem rem ains ! 
a town of dream s and legends. It j 
still 
Is the ancient 
city 
of the • 
Bible, but older th an the Book. 
Dirt-filled 
lanes 
and 
turnings 
lead in ail directions, some 01 them 
so narrow th a t on<* m odern vehicle 
would clog them . 
T here are the 
old houses of gray stone with tiny 
apertu res for windows, giving the 
im pression of having stood there 
from the beginning of time 
The highw ay from Jeru sa lem la 
quite an o th er m atte r and it is dll 
tlcult 
to 
visualise 
the 
crow ded 
thoroughfare 
aa 
che 
sam e 
road 
traveled nearly 2,000 years ago by 
the three wise m en from the East. 
who, led by a star, sought to w el­ 
come the Saviour 
with 
gifts 
of 
gold, 
frankincense 
and 
m yrrh. 
T ravelers in gharries, autom obiles, 
buses m otor lorries, and even on 
bicycles and donkeys crowd one 
another In stran g e confusion. 
T he 
road 
Itself 
Is 
com pletely 
changed from th e dusty one trod 
by the magi to a m odern, asphalt 
ed highway. 
B ethlehem clings to 
a hillside w ith stre ets at scenic 
railway 
angles. 
It 
is 
none

clean or freshly smelling, a place 
of decay and ruin. 
Round about, 
from beyond Its vine-clad hills are 
f ie ld s stretch in g to Jersunalem In 
the north and to H ebron and B eer­
